‘There is only one road to cheaper off

And the political 
downfall of General Spinola in Portu- 
gal virtually rujes out any use of 
American military power in the east- 
ern Mediterranean which is not sanc- 
tioned by the ;Western European al- 
Hes. No one today would support or 
approve of such military action 
against the Arabs. Britain, France, 
and West Germany all oppose any 
such action.

Last October the United States 
could bypass the disapproval of the 
West Suropean allies ‘by sending tts 
arms for Israel through the Porti- 
guese air bases in the Azores. But

While the administration in Wash- 
ington busies itself floating trial bal-

economists are debating about how 
long business conditions will worsen. 

Deepening recession means stead- 
ily higher unemployment. 

For instance, Leonard H. Lempert, 
director of Statistical Indicator Asso- 
ciates, expects the jobless rate for 
September to go up one-tenth ofa 
point to 5.5 percent. The official figure 
is to be released Friday, Oct. 4. 

As 1975 wears on, economists guess 
that unemployment could rise above 7 
percent. 

A eurrent forecast for the low point 


But other economists put it later. 

When the upturn does come, econo- 
mists anticipate a lackadaisical re- 
covery rather than a vigorous one. 

The unemployment rate, econo- 
mists figure, will increase for some 
months after economic recovery has 
begun. Employers, having consid- 
erable slackness in their staffs, are 
slow to start hiring extra workers 
again. 


Projections lowered 
Here's what a few economists are 
saying about the economy in some 


more detail: 

Sam 1. N: of Kidder, Pea- 
body, & Co., a New York brokerage 
house, has lowered his projections. He 
sees a small decline in the real output 
of goods and service at an annual rate 
of about 1 percent through the first 
quarter of 1975. 

For 1975, he expects the gross 
national product (GNP) to rise about 
9 percent while average prices (all 
prices, not just consumer prices) 
climb 8.7 percent. This means réal 
GNP would grow by only 0.3 percent 
next year.

But there was a significant new 
initiative two months ago when more 
than a dozen generals who fell into 
disfavor during the Cultural Revolu- 
tion reappeared at an Army recep- 
tion.

Robots outnumber human beings at 

the new Volvo plant here — by 400 to 
80. They do the hard work leaving the 
fone free to decide output. 

With uncanny precision, the waist- 
high red robots pick up 8 car engine 
block and then move siJently off to the 
first section of the assembly area and 
stop by the side of the worker. 

After a few twists and turns of 
power tools as further parts are fitted, 


the robot moves on with a flick of the 


tarting handle to the next point. 
onan assembly is completed the 
robot glides off with the Hnished 
engine into the testing shop, where it 
unfailingly selects the first vacant 
test position and stops there.

Afterward, it makes its way back 
through the maze of machines to the 
starting point and joins the line of 
robots waiting silently for their tum 
to pick up another engine block.

In an apparent tactical victory for the 
Ford administration and Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, U.S. Senate 
and House conferees agreed Thursday 
on a money-bill amendment that gives 
President Ford the final word on 
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continued Military aid to Turkey. 

The legislation wouid altow further 
military assiStance to Turkey. if the 
President concludes the Ankara 
government is making good-faith 
efforts to negotiate a Cyprus 
settlement. The joint committee 
dropped Senate amendments flatly 
cutting off military aid to Turkey and 
Chile. Ν 

Also deleted was a Senate provision 
increasing economic aid to Israel by 
$200 million anc allowing $100 million 
of military credit sales aid to he 
provided ta Israel on a grant basis. 

On Wednesday, the Senate shelved 
at least until after the November 
elections, 8 separate $2.5-billion 
foreign-aid bill, but only after voting to 
bring covert operations of the CIA 
under close congressional scrutiny.

From coal pit 
to Politburo 


"1 was 50 small, my miner's lamp 
touched the ground. The handle had to 
be shortened."* So says Poland's Ed- 
ward Gierek of his start in the coal pits 
at age 13, when miners held the lamps 
now built into their helmets. 

Next week he will be the first top rul- 
ing Communist visitor to President Ger- 
ald Ford's White House. 

Good-looking, powerfully-built, well- 
groomed — he is leader of a Commu- 
nist state which is torging the most 
substantial Soviet-bloc economic ties 
with the United States apart from Rus- 
sia itsel!. 

His qualities are outstanding in East- 
arn Europe. Not as a ‘national’ Com- 
munist or in the "go it alone" mode of 
the maverick Romanians. : 

He is strictly “orthodox” in politics, 
ideology. and loyalties to the U.S.S.R. 
He has seemed almost to eschew poli- 
tics and party confrontations forthe — 
sake of his own priorities. 

These are all in the sacio-economics 
of industrial development, expressed in 
a highly common-sense pragmatism, 
dynamic organizational ability, and a 
sure touch in human relations. 

In 1957, he applied these gifts to the 
hey post of First Party Secretary for Si- 


Poland’s Edward Gierek 


lesia, the vast black metallurgical area 
on which Poland's whole economy de- 
pends. 

He was there 14 years — while Silesia 
boomed and its living standards rose 
way above the rast of the country — 
untit being named national leader after 
popular revolt toppled the Gomulka re- 
gime in December, 1970. 

His widowed mother emigrated to 
France when tie was 10, and all but 
two of his years between then and 
1948 were spent in France (where he 
was the boy miner) and Belgium — asa 
union militant in both countries. This 
gave him a more varied outlook and 
experience of life than most of his 
Communist colleagues. 

He is a warm family man, with two 


professor sons. Work at the top, how- 
ever, leaves little time for his grand- 
children, his poetry-reading — or foot- *. 
ball (except on TV). 3 

But concessions to religion and cul- 
ture, his strong regard for living stan- 
dards, and continued direct contacts 
with people have sparked a poputar 
confidence in their leadership which 
does not come easily to Poles. 

His straightforward manner should 
commend him to Gerald Ford, and his 
hardheaded knowledge of industry to 
the American officials and industrialists 
with whom he will be discussing more 
trade and American technology for Po- 
land's economy.

The American Women's Opinion Poll, 
conducted by the Roper Organization. 
reported that more than half the 
women surveyed want to combine 
marriage, children, and careers. 
Sixteen percent said wives should not 
vow to obey their husbands in 
marriage. Three of five women under 
30 said one or two children was 
enough, the poll reported. Premarital 
sex was viewed as immoral by 53 
percent of the women, down trom 65 
percent in 1970. 

Mamie Eisenhower and Walter 
Cronkite headed the list of people most 
respected by women, Former President 
Richard M. Nixon ranked 10th on the 
list of respected men in the poll, which 
was conducted in May, prior to his 
resignation.

One suggestion on which virtually 
everyone agrees is the need to step up 
federal surveillance. Airline employ- 
ees say they are not trained to spot 
illegal shipments and have no author- 
ity to open suspect packages anyway. 
The Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA), speciflally charged with regu- 
luting aviation safety, has about 800 
inspectors around the country as- 
signed to commercial planes, but 
their oversight dutles include numer- 
ous other safety checks in addition to 
cargo. 

Conceding this is not enough man- 
power to do the job, FAA spokesmen 
point out that the agency has added 18 
fulltime hazardous-materials coor- 
dinators and say that enforcement, 
training, and education in this field 
have been stepped up. 


“Radical shift’ made 

Only a year or two ago, airline 
pilots were alone in trying to call 
attention te the seriousness of the 
hazardous-materials problem, Since 
then, there has been a radical shift, 
symbolized by the two-day confer- 
ence. 

Estimates vary as to how many 
passenger flights actually carry haz- 
ardous cargo. The F.AA says — on the 
basis of a recent survey of 150,000 
flights — it is only about ¢ percent of 
the total. The Airline Pilots Associ- 
ation suggests it may be as high as 90 
percent. 

However. most concede that the 
numbers are on the rise, and even 
Federal Aviation administrator Alex- 
ander Butterfield says: “The poten- 
tial for disaster is fantastic.” 

He said there were three major" 
incidents involving commercial pas- 
senger carriers since December, 1971. 
Two involved leakage and spills of 
radioactive materiais, and one in- 
volved a spill of virus-laden blood 


serum en route to Bethesda (Md.) 
Naval Hospital from Nicaragua. (The 
blood serum was later declared harm- 
less by the FAA.) 


Packaging causes concern 

It is the packaging, placement, and 
amounts o radioactive materials 
which most concern many of those 
interested in the hazardous-cargo 
problem. In 1973. there were 800,000 
shipments οὐ radioactive material 
moving by air, and the total is 
expected to reach one million this 
year. Most involved concede there isa 
definite need to move radio-phar- 
maceuticals used for medical pur- 
poses by 2ir but say standards on 
amounts and the movement of other 
radioactive materials used by in- 
dustry are in strong need of review. 

Both a panel of experts appointed 
by a congressional joint committee on 
atomic energy and the Atomic 
Energy Commission suggest a sharp 
eutback in the current radiation- 
exposure limit. a standard set more 
than 20 years ago. An FAA spokes- 
man concedes that a two-thirds cut- 
back in the current limit is likely. In 
addition, the aviation agency itself 
has proposec checking carriers witha 
Geiger-counter device after loading 
and unloading. 

The FAA could make most of the 
discussed changes on its own, through 
rulemaking. 

However, one reason for the lack of 
speedy. determined action to date is 
that authority for various aspects of 
the problem has been vested in sev- 
eral federal agancies. 

A bul now pending on the Senate 
floor Would centralize the power and 
responsibility by placing it in the 
hands of the secretary of trans- 
portation. That bill would also beef up 
DOT enforcement power, making 
violators liable for civil as well as 
criminal penalties.

Since then, this information has 
been reinforced by additional data. 
Letters and phone calls to this news- 
paper have indicated large sums of 
money changing hands for the ‘'pur- 
chase" of children. Readera generally 
said they were appalled by the prac- 
tice and wanted to see something done 
about it. 

There is at least some indication 
now that something is being done. 

Defendants in the California cases, 
who include a former Los Angeles 
crime commissioner who was pre- 
viously convicted of insurance fraud, 
have been indicted on 14 counts, 
including conspiracy to violate Cal- 
ifornia'’s long-standing “‘‘slavery’' 
statute, which makes it a crime to 
purchase custody of an individual or 
attempt to sell a person for monetary 
gain. 


‘Slavery’ question 

Up to now, this anti-slavery law has 
never been used to elther frame an 
indictment against or prosecute al- 
leged biack-market baby sellers. (It 
was originally written to restrict the 
flow of Oriental women inte Cal- 
ifornia for immoral or other pur- 
poses.) 

However, the prosecution is ex- 
pected to argue that the “high price 
tag” placed on the transference of the 
children in this case constitutes not 
“adoption” but ‘‘sale’’ — and hence is 
in violation of “‘slavery”’ statutes, ° 

It is also expected to stress to the 
court that the avolding of any in- 
vestigation of the new adoptive home 
by child welfare authorities, and 
concealing from the natural mother of 
the scope of the financia) transaction. 
indicates that the objective was 
“money,” not finding the best home 
for the infants. 

In both cases, defendants have 
denied any wrong-doing. They claim 
they were helping childless couples 
find children for adoption and they 


insist that the costs were legitimate, 
especially in a time of such short 
supply of available youngsters for 
adoption. 

If convicted, they could serve up to 
10 years in jail and/or pay a stiff (as 
yet undetermined) fine. 


Other states interested 

Law-enforcement officials here ad- 
mit that authorities in several other 
states have shown interest in this 
case. A successful prosecution could 
trigger legal action elsewhere against 
baby black marketeers. 

So far, there is little evidence 
anywhere of district attorneys fram- 
ing indictments against alleged baby 
sellers, except on misdemeanor 
charges of falsification of documenta. 

State laws are vague for the most 
part in their prohibition of baby- 
bartering. There have been. some 
attempts to get stiff federal legisla- 
tion, making it a felony to transport 
bebies across state lines for purposes 
of custody. So far, these have been 
thwarted. 

Delaware and Connecticut have 
long made 'independent" adoption — 
placement of children by doctors, 
lawyers, or other private parties 
rather than agencies — iliegal 

Recently, Texas lawmakers in- 
stituted a $1,000 fine and/or one year 
in jail for child placement without a 
license. 

Fort Worth attorney Sproesser 
Wynn, president of the Texas Associ- 
ation of Licensed Maternity and 
Adoption Services, 18 a staunch advo- 
eate of requiring the licensing of 
anyone who deais in the transfer af 
babies. 


Potential damage recognized 
“Legislators can easily understand 
why a barber should be licensed,"' he 
points out. ‘'Placing a child for adop- 
tion can do a lot more damage if done 
improperly." 
Mr. Wynn says that in the absence 


of tough laws, courts must informally 
do a better job of policing the field. 
Los Angeles prosecutor Moss be- 
lieves that the willingness of grand 
juries to indict in these types of cases 
is indication of a growing concern on 
the part of the law and the public. 
However, there is still some strong 
opposition to tighter curbs on baby 
placements by those who insist that 
many public agencies tend to dis- 
criminate against certain types of 
potential adoptive parents — for reli- 
gious, social, economic, or other rea- 
sons. The say if ‘inde; ** or 
private adoptions. were completely 
outlawed, many persons would be 


+ unfairly excluded from parenthood. 


Also, in numerous discussions, the 
argument was repeated that those 
who are willing to pay a high price for 
ababy “must really want one.”” 

Some say the courts, and likely the 
U.S. Supreme Court, will ultimately 
have to decide what price is toohigha 
price — and at what point “adoption” 
becomes “child buying.”

The Arab world regards the surprise Egyptian and 
Syrian assault on Israeli forces in the occupied 
territories on Oct. 6, 1978, as a major turning point of 
modern history. 

Despite the massive airlift of American arms to 
Israel and the Israeli military successes that followed, 
leaders such as President Sadat of Egypt look on 
Egypt's successful crossing of the Suez Canal a year 
go as the start of a new and better era. 

While warning, as Mr. Sadat and Syrian President 
Assad have recently done, that ‘‘the battle with Israel 
is not over,”’ the Arabs have felt a fresh new wind of 
hope for peace, development, and a better life, a wind 
now stirring the ashes of the 17-day October war, 

“The crossing,” as Mr. Sadat and several of Egypt's 
leading writers and poets have come to call the drive 
across the Suez Canal, [5 looked upon as both a symbol 
of this new era and a bridge to reach it. 

“The battle of Stalingrad,’’ says one of Mr. Sadat's 
leading admirers, “ended the myth that the 
German Army was invincible in World War II. The 
Suez crossing was our Stalingrad. It ended the myth 
that Israel could forever do as jt pleased with the 
Arabs,"" 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin recently told 
8 visitor that Mr. Sadat is "δ man of his word, a man 
of honor."" Mr. Rabin's government, though lacking a 
wide base of support in Israel, seems to have accepted 
that Mr. Sadat and the men around him do indeed 
envisage an honorable, step-by-step international 
settlement of the 27-year-old Arab-Israeli conflict, 
with Israel recognized as a full-fledged member of the 
Mideastern community behind boundaries approxi- 
mating those of 1967. 

This may exceed what Syria's leaders, the Palestin- 
ian Arabs, and even King Hussein of Jordan are 
prepared to concede. It may fail far short of what most 
Israelis conceive as their own future role. But it 
appears to be the goal of Mr. Sadat, his ally King 
Faisal of Saudi Arabia, and those other realistically 
minded Arab statesmen who now control awesome oil 
and money resources. 


New peace talks sought 

To reach this still distant peace, Mr. Sadat and to a 
lesser extent President Assad trust in U.S. Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger’s continuing diplomacy. 


_ The goal is to reopen, this winter if possible, the 


Mideast peace conference in Geneva, this time with 
Palestinians joining Egypt, Israel, Jordan, and Syria 
at the conference table. 

In their long-term planning, Egypt, Syria, Saudi 
Arabia, and more distant, but strongly committed 
states such as Algeria seem to believe that the 
combined threat of a world economic slump, which a 
new Arab of] embargo could push into depression, and 
the vast Arab financial reserves, would prevent even 
American power from blocking Israel's defeat in a 
new round of fighting. :

On the liability side, Iraq, whose Army fought with 
Syria last year, is now divided by the latest and by all 
accounts costliest episode in its periodic 20-year war 
with the Kurdish people in the northern Iraqi 
mountains. Most of Iraq's armed forces and much of 
its estimated 1974 ofl revenues of over 58 billion are 
being poured into the attempt to hunt down and 
destroy the stubborn fighters of Kurdistan leader 
Mullah Mustafa Barzani. This keeps Iraq out of any 
new front with Israel, and retards its needed and 
arabitious plans for development.

-Mistrust between Egypt and Libya opens a geo-

African ally, Algeria, which in October, 1973, had to 
send tanks by ship to bypass the 1,500 miles of Libyan 
desert separating Egypt from Tunisia and Algeria. 

‘The new strengths of the Arabs are several, First of 
all, they were heartened by the success of their oil 
embargo in moving shivering Western countries, 
especially the Europeans, away from earlier pro- 
Israel positions. The Arab states prefer cooperative 
investment in Western industry, real estate, and 
Securities, already reaching into the billions. But 
another Arab oil embargo is possible if war erupts 
again, This is the strong impression King Faisal and 
the ruler of Kuwait have both left with recent visitors. 

Many Arabs hold the new United States involvement 
in peace efforts to be one of their most positive assets. 
President Sadat has said many times that the road to 
peace leads through Washington, not Moscow, 

Many Arabs now feel that the realization is slowly 
Gawning on American leaders, as it already has on 
many Europeans, that the future of-nearly 8 million 
Palestinian Arabs, nearly half of whom are refugees, 
is the central issue in the Mideast. 

The Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) has 
decided, to the great satisfaction of President Sadat, 
to form a Palestinian government-in-exile in time for 


. |pproval by the Arab summit conference scheduled to 


open in Morocco Oct. 26. 

Such recognition by the Arabs, which would almost 
certainly be followed by that of Communist and third- 
world countries, would leave only King Hussein of 
Jordan in lonely dissent, claiming for Jordan’s 
delegation the right to speak for the Palestinians in the 
Tsreeli-oceupied West Bank. 

Looking beyond tomorrow, the Arabs are aware of 
their divisions as well ag their growing 
economic power. But many of them believe that their 
real strength Hes in the solid tles of language, culture, 
and religion rather than in the often more parochial 
interests separating them.

Detroit is barreling down the road 
in the wake of the Stuttgart-built 
Mercedes.

Both the 1875 Mercury Monarch — 
and Ford Division's companion car, 
the Granada — are in this Mercedes- 
like mold. There is even more than an 
incidental likeness in the grilles. 

(The West German motor manufac- 
turer doesn’t mind the imitation a bit, 
except to protest that they are hardly 
Mercedes all the way. And Ford 
doesn’t claim they are. ) 


Shrinkage ahead 

By skilifal designing and engineer- 
ing, Ford has achieved a superb job of 
people-packaging which belies the 
actual physical size of its Monarch — 
a compact. 


Even the full-size cars are going to 
shrink in the years ahead. The goal at 
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General Motors is to clip at least half 
a ton off its big ones — and that, car 
buyers, ts 1,000 pounds that you won't 
have to push down the highway at 
today's high cost of fuel. 

Detroit-built cars have long been 
criticized for being too bulky, waste- 
ful of raw materials and gas, and out 
of touch with the demands of many of 
the world's motorists.

Union contract last Aug. 1 8 one-time 
$150 bonus. Ten steel producers 
planned to begin the payout Oct. 1.

The payments, to some 400,000 
workers, will cost the industry nearly 
$60 million. This ts in addition to costs 
of wage increases and benefits under 
terms of contracts signed early this 
year, to run to Aug. 1, 1977. 

According to the industry, steel- 
workers’ wages alone have gone up 
about 68 cents an hour since the 
effective date of the present contract 
last May 1. Part of that increase was a 
result of initial cost-of-living in- 


creases. : 
Despite the cost, the ENA bonus 
payment is considered in the 
to be well worth its price. In 1971 
negotiations, when there was a possi- 
bility of a strike that would shut down 
major steel producers, customers 
ordered so much steel in advance of

Who has baseball edge—shoo-in or battler?

Basebali's 1974 playoffs beginning 
tomorrow raise the old question of 
which team has the edge — the one 
that clinches early or the one that has 
to battle down ta the wire. 

Oakland nailed down its fourth 
straight American League West title 
a week or so ago, while Baltimore had 
to charge to the next-to-the-last day of 
the season before beating out the 
Yankees in the East. 

Los Angeles led the National 
League West all season, turned back 
Cincinnati's final challenge in Sep- 
tember, and has been 8. virtually 
certain winner since last weekend 
even though the clinching formality 
didn't take place until Tuesday. 
Meanwhile Pittsburgh had to go to the 
final night of the season — and even 
into the 10th inning of that game — 
before emerging victorious in its East 
Division race. 

There are two schools of thought 
about how all this affects a team 
heading into the playoffs, but most 


players and managers will take the . 


concrete advantage of a well-rested 


pitching staff over the intangible one 
of momentum. 

History is on their side too, for some 
of the most dramatic last gasp pen- 
nant winners in history (the 1951 
Bobby Thomson Giants, the 1950 Whiz 
Kid Phillies, the 1967 Impossible 
Dream Red Sox) have fallen in the 
World Series to more rested oppo- 
nents. 


O's hottest team now 

According to this reasoning Oak- 
land should prevail over Baltimore 
while Los Angeles beats Pittsburgh in 
the respective American and National 
League playoffs, bringing about the 
first all-West Coast World Series. 

These best-of-five series are so 
brief, however, that there's really no 


way of predicting the outcome. And, 


the Orioles in particular have been so 
hot over the final month of the season 
that it's difficult to envision them 
losing to anybody right now. 

It's harder to make a case for the 
Pirates against the Dodgers, who 
were easily the best team in baseball 
according to won-lost records. But 
only a year ago in an almost identical 
situation the New York Mets 
scrambled to their division title and

then beat a well-rested, heavily fa- 
vored Cincinnati team in the playoffs. 
So you just never know. 

Whatever happens, it’s a certainty 
that the fans will see plenty of old 
familiar faces when it gets to World 
Series time. Only the Dodgers are 
relative strangers to post season play 
(it’s their first appearance since 
1966). 

The A’s, of course, are in the 
playoffs for the fourth straight year 
and are seeking their third con- 
secutive World Series victory. The 
Orioles are appearing in the playoffs 
for the fifth time in the last six 
seasons. And the Pirates made it in 
1970-71-72 before missing out last 
year. 


Rematch in AL playoff 


On paper the Baltimore-Oakiand 
series looks like the best and most 
exciting one. These same two teams 
have been the opponents in two of the 
last three AL playoffs, with the 
Orioles winning in 1971 and the Athe- 
Itics prevailing last year in a tre- 
Mmendous battle which went the five- 
game limit. 

Pitching is the key to these short 
series, and the A’s still have the 
biggest ace in Catfish Hunter (25-12), 
who has consistently risen to the 
occasion in previous playoff and 
World Series assignments. Behind 
him there are Ken Holtzman, Vida 
Blue, and the relief pair of Hollie 
Fingers and Daroid Knowles. 

Baltimore counters with its own big 
three of past years — Mike Cuellar, 
Dave McNally, and Jim Palmer — 
plus former Cincinnati ace Ross 
Grimsley. Palmer had arm trouble 
most of the year, however, and al- 
though he was pitching again at the 
end, his results were erratic. The 


other three top starters are all left- 


handers, which could be dangerous 
against an Oakland lineup, which 
except for Regele Jackson, is almost 
solidly right-handed (Joe Rudi, Sal 
Bando, Jesus Alou, Gene Tenace, 
Bert Campaneris, etc.). 


Baltimore's record over the last 
month of the season, however, is 
enough to give pause to any foe. 
Starting on Aug. 29 when they were in 
third place, eight games behind the 
leader, the Orioles posted a 28-6 
record the rest of the way. Once they 
reached the top they were nearly 
invincible, winning 16 of their fast 18 


games including the final nine in a 
row to hold off the almost equally hot 
Yankees. J 

The Dodgers’ 102-60 record was 
easily the best in baseball, while 
Pittsburgh's 88-74 mark was the worst 
among all four playoff teams. Fur- 
thermore, LA also has the big pitch- 
ers so essential for success in the 
playoffs, ted by starters Andy Mes- 
sersmith (20-6) and Don Sutton (19-9) 
and backed up by workhorse reliever 


Mike Marshall, who appeared in more . 


than 100 games and won 16 while. 
saving many others. .

now," said outfielder Bill Buckner of 
the playoffs. “‘The way I see us now,

Pittsburgh can’t match the Dod- 
gers’ pitching strength, but the Pi- 
rates can look awesome at the plate 
when their often ‘inconsistent hitters 
get hot. This probably explains the 
ineredible in-and-out performance of 
the team, which was 14 games under

major leagues over the first two 
months of the season. Once they got 
going, the Pirates were so hot they 
climbed to the top. Then they lost six 
straight games and looked lke losers 
again.

William Schuman, the composer, 
has done a fanfare for it. 

Abrams, the publisher, has done a 
book about it — a back-breakingly 
huge one.

‘What is all the fuss about? 

The fuss is about the new Hirsh- 
horn Museum and Sculpture Garden, 
located on the Washington Mall 
across from the National Archives, 
which opens this morning to (at last) 


. the people who paid for it — the 


Public. 

This incredible collection, made up 
of some 4,000 paintings and 2,000 
sculptures, was put together over a 
40-year period by Joseph H. Hirsh- 
horn, the uranium magnate, and 
presented to the people of the United 
States in 1966 at the behest of S. Dillon 
Ripley, secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution, with some additional 
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lapel-pulling by President Lyndon B. 
Johnson. 

The same year, Congress autho- 
rized funds for a site and structure to 
contain the collection which is, be- 
yond all doubt, about the most trium- 
phant and telling array of contempo- 
rary creativity that we have seen 
assembled in one place. Over 900 
works compose the inaugural show, 
‘which runs to mid-September of 1975. 


Mr. Hirshhorn, who was born in 
Latvia and came to the United States 
in 1905, developed a boyhood love for 
art by hanging reproductions of paint- 
ings, taken from insurance company 
calendars, on his bedroom wail. This 
led to his collecting, as a young Wall 
Street broker, the cloyingly sentimen- 
tal canvases of the so-called Salon 
School which, by the 1930’s, gave way 
to Monet, Cezanne, Degas, Renoir,. 
Chagall, Matisse, Picasso, Rodin, 
and, by the 1940's, to just about 
everyone else besides. 

Consciously eclectic, the collection 


exhibits a powerful faith in the power 
of art to improve human outlook —

What tempering has taken place fell 
to Abram Lerner, his long-time cura- 
tor and now director of the new 
museum. Working together, they 
have created a chronologically rich 
composite of the trends and tech- 
niques of art over the last hundred 
years. And itis really fun. 


The container of this collection was 
designed by architect Gordon Bun- 
shaft of the New York oaffice of 
Skidmore, Owings & Merrill, who also 
designed the Johnson Library at the 
University of Texas in Austin. 


The museum building is an 82-foot-- 


high structure. In many respects, it 
looks like a mammoth sculpture by 
Henry Moore but is actually a great 
big doughnut of reinforced concrete, 
sugared with an aggregate of Swen- 
son pink granite. = 
The doughnut is 231 feet in diame- 
ter, overall, while the doughnut hole is 
115 feet in diameter. This inner court 
contains a 60-foot-diameter fountain.

The exterior surface is uninter- 
rupted except for a 70-foot-long bal- 
cony and window on the third floor, 
which overlook the beautiful sculp- 
ture garden and the mall beyond. It is 
on the third and the second ficors that 
works from the collections are exhib- 
ited. 

The interior surface is all windows 
and on both exhibition levels one can 
look out into the court and across to 
intriguing glimpses of other parts of 
the galleries. The main problem 
presented by so much glass is, of 
course, the light, which can be harm- 
ful to paintings.

Or you can 
make a container of planks nailed to 
corner posts leaving openings be- 
tween the planks to let in air. Cement 
Dlocks will do, also, or snow fencing.

Avoid adding any vegetable matter 
that is infected with fungus. Crab- 
grass and other weeds that have gone 
to seed should be destroyed. 

If you have a lot of oak leaves, you 
might make a separate compost heap 
for acid-loving plants. To this heap 
add pine needles and acid sawdust. 

If your 5011 is light, mix in topsoil 
* and peat as you build your heap. If it 
is heavy clay, mix in sand now and 
then. 

It takes time before decomposition

three piles going — one ready to use, 
one on the way, and one just starting 
or currently added to.

tion in various ways. If you have a- 


shredder, you can process materials 
and use them almost Immediately. 
There are also pellets you can buy 
that when dissolved, speed up decom- 
positton. A product called Agrico will 
help. Barthworms will do their thing, 
and if you find you don’t have them, 
you can locate advertisements in 
garden magazines and buy some. 


Alternate layers 

Layers of vegetable matter, four to 
six inches thick, can be alternated 
with scatterings of dry manure and 
plant food and layers of soil or sods 
with the 5011} on them. Some people 
add ground limestone at intervals and 
peat moss. The idea: is to rotate 
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materials — vegetation, earth, wood 
ashes tf you have them, and other 
stuff. You can be very precise and 
technica] about all this, but I am 
inclined to add as convenient, just 
keeping a certain amount of rotation 
and leaving the top concave after 
each addition. Some people even 
cover the heap with tarpaulin or 
boards, but I never have. Covering it 
should further decay and hold damp- 
ness. 

Stirring it every few months with a 
spading fork to let in air wlll speed it 
up, too. When you find on Inspection 
that you can use some of it at the 
bottorn or at the oldest end of the pile. 
sift it through a quarter-inch mesh 
screen before working it into the 
garden or the vegetable plot. 

In the process of clearing up the 
garden this fall, you can get a head 
start on spring work by spading the 
vegetable plot. If your plot is on a 
slope, leave the soil in the rough to 
check erosion. If you want to raise 
“green manure” and it is not too late 
to start it (depending on the season} 
sow a cover crop such as annual 
ryegrass, and next spring dig it in a 
few weeks before planting time.

In Europe, before the for- 
ests of our Northeast were exploited, 
an ax was a heavy tool with a 
straight and rigid helve (handle).

An energy ethic 


A new ethic is urgently de- 
manded in the United States — a 
conservation ethic. Americans 
must renew their efforts of the 
past year and make extravagant 
consumption habits a thing of the 


past. 

‘The high price of oll is painfully 
driving home this point. No one 
knows quite how to cope with this 


massive problem. But it is. gener-° 


ally agreed that the resulting eco- 
nomic and financial dislocations 
pose grave problems for the indus- 
trialized West. 

Tt also seems clear that the 
efforts of President Ford and 
Secretary Kissinger to jaw- 
bone the oil nations into lowering 
prices wili not work. It has only 
gotten their dander up. And, 
significantly, some of the poor 
nations most hard pressed be- 
cause of the oil situation, such as 
India, give no support to Washing- 
ton in criticizing the oil producers. 

Clearly Americans — and the

Among them is a possible stiff 
excise tax or gasoline — a step 
Mr. Ford at first eschewed alto- 
gether.

Yet there is no quarrel that 
drastic conservation is needed.

laws to reduce engine size and car 
weight, incentives for car pools, 
new lighting standards to reduce 
electricity consumption. 

What is most needed, however, 
is a change of attitude, an aware- 
ness that a world in which 6 
percent of the population con- 
sumes 30 percent of the resources, 
isno longer economically viable. 

We certainly do not believe that 
Americans have to abandon their 
rightful expectation of a steadily 
improving standard of living. But 
they will have to redefine what a 
good standard of living means -- 
and they must a¢cept a new ethic 
that the economic use of fuel and 
other resources is now a moral 
and long-term imperative, not just 
ashort-term inconvenience. - 


Resolving Watergate aftermath 


The American executive, con- 
gressional, and judicial systems 
have taken several new construc- 
‘tive steps to deal with the after- 
math of Watergate. Such forward 


, smovement toward truth ard jus- 


‘tive needs to continue if the nation 
is to be convinced that Watergate 
lessons have been learned. 


Φ The White House has tempo- 
rarily suspended the much criti- 
cized arrangement for giving Mr. 
Nixon control over his presiden- 
tial tapes and providing for their 
destruction on his decease. Spe- 
cial prosecutor Jaworski, ex- 
cluded from the original negotia- 
tions, is being given a role in 
devising a permanent settlement. 
Such a settlement needs the firm 
legal support that would be pro- 
vided by ἃ proposed Senate bill to 
guarantee government custody of 
the Nixon materials and preserva- 
tion of them beyond his lifetime. 


Φ The House of Representa- 


tives has voted to cut Mr. Nixon’s 
transition funds to about a quarter 
of the $850,000 asked for. Such cuts 
could help to reduce public con- 
cern about the justice of not only 
giving Mr. Nixon an unconditional 


pardon in advance of prosecution 
but seeking more money for him 
than for presidents who left office 
without facing certain impeach- 
ment. — 

e The: public hopes for getting 
at the facts about Watergate were 
enhanced by the potential testi- 
mony of former White House spe- 
cial counsel Richard Moore, who 
has just resigned from the Ford 
administration and reportedly 
been named as an additional unin- 
dicted coconspirator in the Water- 
gate cover-up trial. It was Mr. 
Moore who told the Ervin com- 
mittee that Mr. Nixon spoke of 
previous administrations and said 
“he wanted us to make sure we 
were thé most forthcoming of 
all." If such a policy had been 
followed, the ordeal of Watergate 
would have been minimized. . 

It is heartening that, in dealing 
with its aftermath, President 
Ford is acting on his own promise 
to be forthcoming. He has now set 
a date, Oct. 10, for his appearance 
before a House subcommittee to 
answer questions about the pardon 
in the wake of speculation that it 
serves the purposes of Watergate 
cover-up.

Nearly 27 years elapsed be- 
tween the appearance of the first 
black player in major league base- 
ball, Jackie Robinson, and the

Frank’ 8 job could prove tougher 
than Jackie’s. 


Jackie Robinson had to steel 
himself against the racial taunts 
and slurs thrown at him by fans 
and players. He had to protect his 
playing talent against emotional 
reaction and physical abuse on the 
field. His long career as a standout 
player showed his success in self- 
discipline. 

Many would say that Frank 
Robinson as a player was as good 
as Jackie. But as a major league 
manager his challenge will not be 
just to keep his own conduct and 
Playing form in check. He will 
have to discipline an entire’ team 
through the storms of racial dis- 


sension, player vanity, and com-. 


plicated negotiations and tests of 
will over contracts, 

The Cleveland Indians club that 
he will manage has its problems in 
attitude and talent. Hinting at this 
in an unguarded moment earlier 
this week, Willy Mays, the great 


black outfielder, said he wished 
Frank had been given a different 
club to break in with. 

But Frank Robinson has taken 
the job. He has told this news- 
paper’s sports columnist that he 
did not want a token challenge.

Baseball is finally facing up to 
the issue of black team leadership 
the way it did the issue of black 
playing ability nearly three de- 
cades ago — tardily.
